The selection of Tax Collector James P. Christie, an 
Andover native, as the town’s first Employee of the Year 
was a natural. 

The fact that Collector Christie will retire this year, 
after 28 years of service to the community, gave him the 
edge as a sentimental favorite. The fact that he is widely 
known and admired makes him a popular choice. And his 
long and outstanding record qualifies him as a worthy 
recipient of the new title. 

Andover has done a lot of growing in the quarter of a 
century that Jim Christie has been at Town Hall. ‘The 
population has more than doubled. But there has been 
growth of another sort as well. Perhaps it should be con- 
sidered symbolic that the selectmen chose to establish 
the first award for a municipal employee in this town’s 
320 year history as a memorial to a man who came to 
Andover as a senior citizen and spent his last years 
demonstrating in a variety of ways that there are out- 
landers who can grow to care as much for the welfare of 
this community as any native son. The late William W. 
Rhoads, a Pennsylvanian, translated his affection for 
Andover into action in her behalf; one of his final services 
was organization of the banquet meeting that was held 
for town employees in observance of the First Founders’ 
Day Celebration here in May of 1965. 


Andover will continue to prosper so long as she inspires 
the loyalty of such men. 


Further Proof 


Last year’s School Committee majority was castigated 
prior to Town Meeting for having eliminated the possibility 
of adequate pay raises for school administrators with 
their elimination of ratio as a consideration in the estab- 
lishing of pays for the system’s key people. The move 
was a backhanded approach to forcing tighter evaluation 
of administrative personnel. 

Funds have been found, nevertheless, for across the 
board increases, permitting the reversal of the previous 
committee’s 3-2 vote in opposition to an automatic rela- 
tionship between the salaries of principals, department 
heads etc. and the teachers’ scale. At the time the 
TOWNSMAN joined with others to criticize the ‘‘com- 
mittee’s use of force to achieve a desirable end.”’ 

The newspaper took this position because the super- 
intendent of schools indicated in discussions that he 
agreed in principle with the committee majority that it 
was — in his words — ‘‘unprofessional’’ to use a ratio 
rule-of-thumb as a basis for administrative pays. Though 
he said he disapproved tampering with the budget before 
a new approach could be established, he did state he 
would favor the developing of another system. 

But what was approved last week, this time by a re- 
shuffled committee, was a return to ratio as recommended 
by the superintendent. The only departure from the old 
approach was the recommendation of larger increases for 
two principals whose responsibilities are, for the time 
being, enlarged because of swollen enrollments. No one 
was denied an increase. 

Perhaps it has been proved in the interim that the old 
way is after all the best way. 

Whatever else can be concluded, this whole exercise 
stands as further proof (for any who need it) that it will 
take more than an act of the Legislature to divorce school 
committees from town politics. 


Anglers’ Delight 


Because the Andover Sportsmens’ Club is conservative 
about tooting its own horn, the TOWNSMAN wants to brag 
for it about the fishing derby it runs annually for this 
community’s juvenile anglers. 

With a minimum of fanfare the club has, for 16 years, 
been absorbing the cost of and responsibility for a day- 
long fishing competition held each spring at Hussey’s 
Pond on Poor Street. The club stocks the pond with enough 
trout to keep the contest lively and its members are on 
duty from early morning to evening registering fishermen 
and keeping a log on the catch. They come in handy also 
for rounding up extra hooks and bait, Supervising the 
action, hauling lines out of trees etc. 

The club deserves applause for sponsoring a program 
that provides open air pleasure for so many Andover 
youngsters,

Certificates 


Postmaster Francis J, Mooney 
today urged depositors with postal 
savings certificates to withdraw 
their accounts from Post Offices 
as soon as possible or as soon as 
the anniversary dates on their 
certificates are reached, 

The Postal Savings System was 
abolished March 27, 1966, with the 
signing of Public Law 89-377 by 
President Lyndon B, Johnson, 

Postmaster Mooney pointed out 
that as of April 28, 1966, no 
deposits can be accepted and no new 
accounts can be opened, He said 
that interest will end on the anni- 
versary date of each certificate, 
_, The postmaster said that for 
convenience all certificates held 
by a depositor may be cashed at 
the same time and interest will be 
paid for each full month they have 
been outstanding beyond three 
months from the interest date,

Mrs, Stanton, who is employed 
by Selectman Sidney P. White, said 

Mrs, Stanton, who is secretary 
to Selectman Sidney P, White, said 
in criticizing previous boards of 
selectmen: ‘‘Experience was never 
given a consideration, much less 
a thought, As a result, many have 
been, and still are on committees 
and boards of which they have no 
right to be on,”” 

Mrs, Stanton’s letter was 
critical also of the town manager 
for what she termed ‘‘trying to 
ram the Merrimack down our 
throats,”” 

Allen, who has been on the 
board since the inception of the 
manager plan, said that he was 
replying to the charges not only 
in his own defense, but in defense 
of the town manager and those 
*‘dedicated and able citizens who 
over the past few years have been 
appointed to various boards and 
committees and who are serving 
them with distinction and with the 
satisfaction of doing a public 
service their only compensation,”” 

His response continued: 

“‘To say, as Mrs, Stanton does, 
that the appointments of these 
people have been ‘‘rushed and 
pushed through’’, and that ‘tmany 
have been and still are on com= 
mittees and boards of which they 
have no right to be on (sic)”’ is to 
impugn the motives of the Town 
Manager and the Board of Select= 
men as then constituted, as well 
as to vilify and cast suspicion 
upon innocent and well-qualified 
citizens of Andover, 

“‘These implications I resent 
deeply both personally and as an 
elected official of the Town of 
Andover, Especially am I resent= 
ful since 1 bear with others the 
complete responsibility for the 
appointment of the Town Manager 
(a brilliant hard-working ad- 
ministrator who has ably and faith= 
fully performed his difficult task) 
as well as in the confirming of his 
appointments which were made 
only after the most careful con= 
sideration, 

“I am sure that the people of 
Andover will not judge the per= 
formance of the Town Manager 
on the basis of Mrs, Stanton’s 
letter; I leave that judgment to 
those who have attended the last 
three town meetings,’’

Teens Disrupt Business 


At Hamburger Drive-In

last week that the crowds of teen= 
agers which collect in the parking 
lot at their Main Street stand 
several nights a week tend to dis- 
courage potential customers. 

Spokesmen for the national chain 
told members of the Board of 
Selectmen and Police Chief David 
Nicoll that they have more trouble 
with uncooperative teenagers at the 
Andover stand than at any other 
they operate in the New England 
area, They asked for suggestions 
and help in controlling what they 
described as 4a potentially 
dangerous situation, 

In a conference session, district 
and area representatives for Mc= 
Donald’s said they were concerned 
not only about the effect the 
loitering youths have on business 
at the drive-in but interested also 
in avoiding real trouble. 

They said the management has 
already tried the routine methods 
of getting the offenders to move 
along without success, Some will 
stay for hours without buying any- 
thing, others will buy just enough 
to qualify them as customers, 
others will leave by one exit and 
enter by the other when asked to 
leave, they reported, 

The company has resorted re= 
cently to asking police to clear the 
lot of all patrons in order to 
eliminate the nuisance crowd, Both 
the police chief and the manage= 
ment said that they do not approve 
of this technique, however, because 
it is offensive to customers not 
involved in the trouble making. 

Plans were formulated with 
Chief Nicoll for seven-nights-a- 
week policing of the grounds during 
business hours as part of an 
“education program’’ aimed at 
discouraging long-term youth 
gatherings at McDonald’s, Two 
officers will be on duty on peak 
nights. Officials for the company 
said night time police protection 
has been provided there onnumer~ 
ous occasions before with varying 

results but agreed that it will be 
worth the expense of extensive 
round-the-week policing if it 
brings results, MeDonald’s will 
pay off-duty officers for the night 
patroling,
